A toll of Ave dead and seventeen 
injured resulted from the i laah be- 
tween a large mob and the state ma- 
lit. a. who were sent to Lexington to 
guard William Uckett. self-confe**- 
ed murderer of Geneva Hardman. a 
ten year old girl in 
A* thr mob rushed 
to the court houne. the jury wa* re- 
turning a verdict of tint drgree mur 
■ler. sentencing I.orkrtt to <l:c in the 
electric chair March 11th 

A crowd estimated at more than 
four thousand person*. Mood outaide 
th* court house during thr trial and 
whrn the re*ult wa* made known, 
thrrr wrrr wild muttering*. On the 
steps of the court house waa a ma- 
chine gun. which had been sent from 
t amp Zachary Taylor, manned by- 
four aoldiers. 

A* the crowd aurged forward Ad- 
jutant General Deweese appeared 
and ordered thr crowd to fall bark. 
His command was ignored and the 
crowd pu.hed forward crying "Lynch 
him." While thr authnrttie* we re 
holding off thr mob. the negro wa* 
bring heavily guarded in the tempor- 
ary cell on the second floor of th*> 
court house. 

Thr mob being temporarily repul- 
*ed. began raidini 
hnrdwnrr Mores 
and ammunition, determining at all 
hazards to secure Lockett On the 
heel* of these report* came an ap- 
peal to the federal authorities for 
troop* from Governor Morrow. Ar- 
rangement* were immediately made 
for two battalion* of l»i0 men each
